Applicants express appreciation for the courtesies of Supervisory Patent Examiner Christina 
Chan during an April 15, 2004 telephone conversation wherein the Communication mailed April 15, 
2004 was discussed. 

Applicants noted that the communication was in error in stating that the Amendment filed 
January 13, 2004 was not responsive because it was directed to constructively non-elected claims. 
In this regard, it was noted that at least independent claim 13 should be considered to include 
originally presented subject matter.
